HOW ABOUT IT? 

Why doesn't Antioch have a city clean-up week? 

Residents of a city sometimes lose their sense of civic 
pride, and it is always well to remember that strangers 
usually judge a town by what they see. It is therefore 
quite necessary that some definite date be set aside every 
fall for the purpose of disposing of the accumulated filch 
and rubbish. It is likewise necessary that the owners of 
homes co-operate with the city in the endeavor to polish 

up. 

Rubbish, filth, and dirt invite fire and harbor disease. 
Waste paper, magazines, packing materials, oily waste, 
and rags, dscardcd clotlilng and furniture, and other use- 
less rubbish have undoubtedly accumulated during the 
summer months. Now is the time to rid the premisci of 
all such fire hazards. Streets, alleys, basements, attics, 
' closets, and fence corners all need attention. A few sug- 
gestions may not be out of the way at this time:

PAY YOUR BILLS NOW 

The most practical and simple means of starting money 
into circulation and thus stimulating the return of pros- 
perity was put forward the other day by Alvan Macau- 
ley, president of the Packard Motor Car company. Mr. 
Macaulcy pointed out that if everybody who owes money 
would begin at once to pay his bills, to the extent of his 



ability to do so, the wheels of commerce would be in- 
stantly speeded up. ^ , 

Haven't you heard of a lot of people who arc not pay- ( 
ing their bills because they arc afraid to reduce their cash , 
resources? Antioch business men say collections are slow- j 
er this year than they have ever been before. Customers ] 
whose credit is '*as good as gold," and who have savings 
accounts in the banks and elsewhere, are holding off pay- 
ments of bills long past due, evidently for no other rea- 
son than timidity. It is easy in these days for a debtor to 
get a long extenjion of credit. Many who arc not en- 
titled to it arc taking advantage of this situaton to posp-' 
pone payment of their just debts.. 

Nobody, of course, has any statistics on "the subject, 
but it seems if during a given week everybody in Ameri- 
ca who owes anybody would pay all that he owes, or all 
that he is actually able to pay on account, the money 
would begin circulating so fast that there would be an 
end almost immediately to the much-talked-of depres- 
sion. If the tailor, for Instance, who is not paying. his 
bills because he hasn't enough businws in sight, would 
pay what he owes the butdher and' then the butcher 
would pay the grocer, the grocer would be able to order 
a new suit of clothes from the tailor, whch he probably 
does not feel able to do now.

. 'THJB BANK HAS FAILED" 

The news that "the bank has failed" has swept through 
hundreds of towns and cities, withn the p?st year, and' 
the people of these communities have been fairly crushed 
by these financial tragedies. 

Most of these banks were normally — and morall>^^ — sol- 
vent. In financing their customers and communities the 
bankers had loaned money on securities that they have 
not been able to rediscount or borrow on for more than 
than two years. When the published reports of banks 
showed a decrease in deposits the bankers found that their 
customers increased their withdrawals. The result was 
that after a while these banks were forced to close. The 
closing of ever)' bank has brought disaster into the com- 
munity in which it was located. 

How about Hoover's $^00,000,000 banking plan? 

That's real "relief" — in Washington it is regarded as 
the biggest thing that has happened.

THE MAKING OF A NEWSPAPER 
The making of a newspaper has always been and prob- 
ably ever will be a mystcrj" to thousands of people. It 
can be little less, because in the short space of actual task 
of making a newspaper of from eight to seventy-two • 
pages the work is done with incrcditable swiftness. A 
world scries game is played and before the crowd has 
passed out of the gates a newspaper is there with the re- 
sult and complete score. Of the 2,300 newspapers in 
the United States 90 per cent of them are honest busi- 
ness institutions with one idea of presenting news clean 
and fit to print. These newspapers are not crusaders. 
Along in the 90's came something new — a newspaper 
idea of sensation without fact, or if there should be one 
fact a thousands conjectures were hung on it. It was 
printed stuff that in most communities is carried by the 
neighborhood gossip from door to door, but is seldom 
found in the paper. Truth is of no value and accuracy 
is deliberately violated in those few newspapers. 

Then the metropolitan centers — New York, Philadcl- 
pha, and Chicago but chiefly in New York — spawned a 
new breed called "tabloid journalism." These papers 
were and still are printed in half-size pages of the legiti- 
mate newspapers. 

There arc ideals in making a newspaper just as there 
arc ideals in other lines of human endeavor. There must 
be fairness as well as fearlessness. There hould be honesty 
of purpose and a code of ethics, too.

(Contlautoih from page 1) 
and Edwanls. of Avon Center: L. G. 
Manzor, John Stewart, the Burnetta, 
the Ishestors and the Sherwooda, oC 
the Immediate commanlty. 

"Centennial Church" waa the cen- 
ter of ihe social and rellgloua actlv- 
Itloa of the people. Morning and ove- 
nlng servlcea wore held regularly and 
large audiences were the usntil thing. 

Paitora Wero Students. 

The psHtona were student^ who 
camo from Evaiiaton to Waukogaix on 
Friday afternoons and thence by atago I 
or with sbmoono from the community I 
who happened to be In Waukegan that 
day. HIb headquarters -we^ro usually 
at the home oC.lI. S. Sherwpod. 

He spent -Saturday In^ casing on the 
people of tlio' parish, g^erhapff going 
on horaoback, with some good frlend'a 
horse and buggy, or often on foot 
across the flelda from one house to 
another, meeting the men and boys 
In the fields and the womenfolk at 
the homes. Sunday, he preached at 
"Centennial" In the morning, and at 
some outlying point In the afternoon, 
such as Halnavllle, MonavUle. or War- 
ren. In the evening, he was back at 
"Centennial" for his closing sermon 
of the week. 

He came filled with vital Christian 
messages for hfcs people, and when ho 
returned on Monday morning to Ev- 
anston via Waukegan. often In a lum- 
ber dragon, his hands were unually 
full oC packages containing butter, 
ogga. chicken, vegetables, fnilt, or, 
perhaps, a generous piece of fresh 
iwrk. — expressions of the appreciation, 
foresight, and loyalty of his parleh- . 
loners. i 

A quarterly conference record for^ 
1882 states: "Moved and seconded ^ 
that the Pastor's salar>' be 3375 for ; 
the conference year. Centennial to 
pay J3O0, Halnoavllle $75. Carried." j 

Among the tireless workers of those 
early years were such men as William 
Tasker In 1378-79: C. M. Ward In "SO 
and '81; J. H. Price in '82 and 'S3. I^a- . 
ter on the list appear Uie names of 
a C. Culmer. R, B. Pierce. John Da- 
vis, J. L. Taylor, with W. J. Robinson 
as the last pastor of "Old Centennial" ^ 
In 1891-92, 

"Old Centennial" Exists 16 Years. 

"Old Centennial" had Be^^'ed Its 
day in Just sixteen short years. For 
with the coming of the railroad In the 
middle 'SOs. a little village sprang up 
about a mile north of the church, 
known ats "Lalie Villa." For several 
years, the villagers rode to church In 
■buggies or perhaps In some neighbor's 
lumiber wagon, and often strolle<l 
down the railroad tracks and across 
the Held to the Sunday services at 
"Old Centennial." 

Aa prospects for the growth of the 
village seemed certain, the demnnil 
for a church in the town grew strong 



er. It wna nnally decided that the old 
church would bo torn down and the 
mnterInU' used as far as possible In 
the construction of n now church In 
the village. 

Thus "Old Centonnlar bowed Us 
head to the march of changing tlmcH. 
and became the Lake VUln Methodiift 
Episcopal Church. 

A lot, the present slto of the L.nko 
Villa church, was obtained from the 
E. J. Lehman estate for 9250. In the 
early spring, Archie Gibson was 
a^varde(l the contract for dismantling 
the old church, and Bon Hamlin & 
Sons wore given the contract for 
building the new one. The pastor, W. 
[J. Roliinaon, was the chief architost 
and had personally drawn up dolnlled 
plana for the new church. He worked 
untiringly throughout the re-buIldlng, 
superintending and suggesting, and of- 
ten actively engnge<l In the actual 
work along with the many volunteer 
workers who came to do their bit to- 
wards the now church. 

In the meantime, the Sunday ser- 
vices were held In the hall over Pot- 
ter's blacksmith shop. The people 
filled the room to its capacity, and 
Henry Potter will tell how he had to 
put props down in the shop below to 
support the Iloor above. - He waB 
afraid the big crowds would crash 
through. 

New Church Finished Vn 1892. 
In the fall of 1892. the church was 
finished. W. J. Robinson, the carpen- 
ter-parson, WU3 not here to see it ded- 
icated,— he hod been sent to a charge 
In Minnesota. The new pastor was a 
young student from Evanston, S. H. 
Wlrshing. The dedicatory servlcnr 
were held December 11. 1892, Dr. H. 
G. Jackson, presiding elders and Dr. , 
, A, D. Traveller, cfflclatlng. '• 

To quote from the records: "Early 
in the spring of 1896. the good people 
of the church gatherecl together and 
with pick in hand began nn excavation 
in the froien ground for a basement 
to a parsonage. It wns not long until 
their patient, energetic labors resulted 
In a neat comfortable home for their 
ministers." 

Another n^otation: "Late In Octo- 
ber. 1904. John Hitchcock became pas- 
tor of the Lake Villa M. E. church.. In 
the first year, the church butldiug was 
ralseii and a basement was built under 
It. A woodhonse w*as built and the 
cellar of parsonage cemented. Expen- 
diture on church. $T9G.T6; expemllture 
on parsonage, $56.G7; total. 5S53.-t3. 
The second year, a new furnace and 
fixtures cost $200. 'The third year, the 
church was frescoed, cost S75: car- 
pete<l and floor painted. 191.48; 
church, parsonage and outbuildings 
painted. S102; totalling S26S.4S. A to- 
tal in three years of $1,321.91. This 
in part Is the record of work during 
my term of three years. (Signed) J. 
Hitchcock." 

This was the same John Hitchcock 
who rode the circuit In 1872 na a 
young man, and In his declining years. 



shortly boforo hia retirement, was ro- 
turned to this same community as pas* 
tor. Some will remember this kindly 
old gentleman, who even under some 
of the most discouraging circum- 
stances was always cheerful and hope- 
ful aa ho worked on. 



Twenty-One Pastors Serve. 
From 1892 to thp present time — 
thlrty-nlne years — twenty-one differ- 
ent- pastors served the Lake Villa 
church. It would be Interesting to 
name each of them and recjunt some 
of tho history-making events that took 
place during their respective terms ol 
service, but time does not permit 
Some served but n few months, some 
a year, .sevoral two years, and n few. 
three years. Among tho outstanding 
names are tlioso of E. J. Alkuu. O. S. 
Card. C. L. Hn^', John Hitchcock, al- 
ready mentioned, F. B. NMxon, J. P. 
Hutchinson, L. Earl Snyder, and, In 
more receut years, .MacCIosky. Man- 
ny. McKelvoy, and tlie present pastor, 
R. E. Alspttugh, wJio has served for 
three years. 

It would bo Interesting to recount 
the cholra tliat have furnished music, 
the organists that have so faithfully 
and efilclently served, the Sunday 
school workers, the Christmas pro- 
grama and other big community af- 
fairs that have taken place here In re- 
cent years, tho work of the Ladles* 
Aid. and how modern Improvements, 
electricity and gas have been brought 
Into the church property, — but these 
are topics familiar to all and will 
make pleasant conversation In the 
Lake Villa homes as the families are 
gathered around the dinner table to- 
day. They do not need a historian for 
that. 

Many things in this history have 
been omlltotl that may have been ex- 
pected, and, perhaps, some things 
mentloneil that were not Interesting. 
Tjut outlines are peculiar In that re- 
spect. However, If the fact has been 
Impressed that the church Is one of 
the great forces in the building of 
real, worthwhile community life, that 
those who carry on Its work have a 
big Job, and that changing times of-
